The cost of finding a new chan- 
cellor for UNO was $52,411. 

The Dallas based search firm, 
Heidrick and Struggles Consultants 
in Executive Search, that brought 
Chancellor Belck to UNO was paid 
$40,000 as its fee and $12,411 for 
expenses said Joe Rowson, director 
of public affairs for NU’s central 
office. 

The $12,411 worth of expenses 
included travel for the three chan- 
cellor candidates who came to 
UNO, travel for members of the 
search committee and travel for the 
consultants.

Digs Lesbian Marriage

_ The Reverend Jimmy Creech 
spoke to students and faculty mem- 


bers on Wednesday about perform- ; 


ing gay and lesbian covenant, cer- 
emonies. The lecture was hosted by 
UNO's Gay and Lesbian Organiza- 
tion (GALO), 

Creech has been placed on a 60 
day suspension for performing a 
lesbian covenant ceremony this 
past September. 

Such ceremonies are usually the 
same as heterosexual marriage cer- 
emonies, according to Creech. But 
“covenants” between gays and les- 
bians are not recognized by the law. 

As pastor of First United Meth- 
odist Church, Creech is, according 
to The Book of Discipline, not per- 
mitted to execute these types of cer- 
emonies. “The church has been in- 
fected by a cultural bias,” Creech 
said at Wednesday’s lecture. 

“lam not here to impose my be- 
liefs on you (the attendees), but 
merely to set the record straight and

Emergency Planning Keeps Campus Safe

Fires in Omaha Public Schools last month 
may be sparking concern for many UNO stu- 
dents and faculty about the university’s safety 
policies. 

Most of UNO’s fire safety is handled by 
Environmental Health and Salety, but Secu- 
rily has an extensive fire alarm system. 

The faculty and staff are trained once a 


year before classes start, and are in charge of 


the classroom when it comes to a possible 
evacualion, according to UNO policy. 


“The training of faculty. is done during 
orientation, and security explains a few things 
on what to expect from the fire alarms. All of 
the alarms are monitored and the calls come 
into the office. Most of the new buildings 
systems can tell which room the fire is in. The 
older buildings can tell which floor,” accord- 
ing to Paul Kosel. 

Campus Security also has an automated 
alarm system which gives the guards four 
minutes to check out the situation, and if there 


is no fire, they can give the all clear signal. 

In case of a tornado warning, the guards 
monitor the radios. In the event there is a tor- 
nado, they must go from building to building 
and room to room to notify students and staff. 
Most of the tornado-safe rooms are in the 
basements of the buildings. For people out- 
side, or walking between classes, the library 
is the best place to duck for safety. 

Security does not use alarms to keep a 
minimal amount of disruption of the classes.

nearly two years, Creech 
moved from North Carolina. 
Over the past seven years, in 
both Nebraska and North 
Carolina, Creech admits to 
having performed 12 “cov- 
enant ceremonies.” 

His most recent “cer- 
f emony” is the cause of his 


“The Bishop informed me 
that he was aware that I 
would be performing this cer- 
emony,” Creech said. “The 
Bishop, instructed by his 


reading of The Book of Dis- 
ciplire, told me that he was 
aware that, although this cer- 
emony is against the Church’s 
policy, he knew I would do it 
anyway. He also asked me to 
reschedule the ceremony 
when he would be out of 
town.” 

The Book of Discipline is 
the official rules and laws of 
the Methodist Church. The 
Methodist Church and does 
not have a creed, as, for ex- 
ample, the Catholic Church 
does. This book contains so- 
cial and solid principles and 
is reviewed and voted upon 


every four years. 

In Nebraska, same-sex 
marriages are against the law 
due to the Protection of Mar- 
riage Act, Creech’s violation 
of this decree also added to 
his current suspension. 

While suspended, Creech 
is unable to participate in any 
church ceremonies, organiza- 
tions, or be allowed ties of 
any kind. 

Creech’s actions were also 
classified as “ecclesiastical 
disobedience.” 

Creech said he felt the me- 
dia assumed he and the 
Bishop were enemies. ‘“‘The 


Bishop and I never were ad- 
versaries,”’ he said. 

Creech said he feels hon- 
ored to be able to celebrate 
this type of ceremony. “One 
can’t withhold God’s grace 
from two people,” he said. “I 
feel honored that these 
couples came to me and al- 
lowed me to perform this 
ceremony.”

As the World Wide Web expands it’s reach daily to nearly 
billions of people, the specialization of it’s grasp can be over- 
whelming. 

According to a survey by CommerceNet/Nielsen Media 
Research, more than 2} million women use the web. 

Initially, women made up 10 percent of online users. This 
recent survey revealed that 42 percent of Internet users are 
women.

One group enriching the lives of women through the use 
of their modems is WomenOf.com. 

“The entire idea for an online magazine originated out of 
Florida,” said Sherry D. Villarreal, area director and local 
editor of Women of Nebraska.

Women 
of Nebraska houses articles from women across the city of 
Omaha and the state of Nebraska. 

“While talking to people, we realized that Nebraska was 
very interested in having an online magazine of their own. If 
you look on the Internet now, there just isn’t much out there 
about our state,” Villarreal said. 

For their articles, women from all walks of life contribute 
their works, free of charge. According to Villarreal, this al- 
lows a diversity of topics to be addressed in the magazine. 

“By doing this,” Villarreal said, “there can also be more 
emphasis placed on areas that normally would not appear in 
a woman’s nagazine, such as car care.”

It’s nice to know 
success stories and support systems 
aren’t too far away. 

During a doctor’s visit in the last part 
of his college career, Tony Mayfield 
didn’t pay much attention as the nurse 
asked patients in the waiting room the 
long list of customary questions. At 
least, not until one woman gave her oc- 
cupation. 

“Senior Vice President of Human 
Resourses at Merchants Bank,” she said. 

Mayfield waited intently for the 
nurse to finish questioning the woman 
and dismiss her to the land of daydreams 
and magazines. As the woman sat and 
began looking through the periodicals, 
Mayfield crossed the room to her. 

“Hi,” he confidently introduced him- 
self, “My name is Tony Mayfield. How 
do I get a job at your bank?” 

Mayfield’s approach was assertive, 
if unorthodox, said Nancy Nish, direc- 
tory of UNO’s Career Center. “You do 
have to take a chance,” said Nish, “but 
you can’t skip the basics.” 

For graduates, that means having a 
an up-to-date resume with appropriate 
cover letter, conducting company re- 
search and being prepared for inter- 
views. Even graduates who employ suc- 


cessful techniques, like Mayfield, have 
to follow the basic steps of the hiring 
process. 

“That’s how it all started,” explained 
Mayfield, I was in college at the time 
and needed a job.” 

Mayfield was working on a double 
major in economics and business ad- 
ministration at the time. He found, like 
many others, that getting your foot in 
the door is an important step in finding 
a career. 

“A few weeks later,” he said, “I had 
a job. I was making $6.50 per hour at 
Merchants Bank.” 

Mayfield graduated and began pur- 
suing a masters degree in business ad- 
ministration while working at the bank. 

After completing his graduate work, 
Mayfield took a job at First Star Bank 
in Council Bluffs as a commercial credit 
manager. “I had a MBA and was mak- 
ing $35,500 at the age of 27,” said 
Mayfield. “I think that’s pretty good 
money for that age.” 

He was hired as a financial analyst 
at CoBank ACB in Omaha nearly two 
years ago. 

“My boss doesn’t look over my 
shoulder anymore. I can sign for mil- 
lions. You see, our portfolio is over 
$200 billion. The biggest deal I’ ve ever 
worked on was a pork deal for roughly 
$350 million. I probably helped finance 
the bacon I’m eating,” he said, taking 
another bite of his breakfast.

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Tough Road to the Top 


Wrestlers face many challenges this year

The Mav wrestling team looks to capture the na- 
tional championship after finishing second a year ago. 
In order to accomplish this, they must first survive a 
brutal North Central Conference season. 

“In Division I, the NCC is the equivalent of the 
Big 10 or the Big 12 in Division J.” Denney said. The 
Big 10 is a strong conference when it comes to wres- 
tling. 

Head Coach Mike Denney has a team capable of 
pulling off the feat highlighted by three All-Ameri- 
cans in Chris Blair, Brauman Creighton and Jerry 
Corner. 

Denney knows his team is capable and the polls 
reflect it as the Mavs are ranked No. 4 in the nation 
this week and have six wrestlers in the top cight of 
their respective weight classes. 

The Mavs do have a tough test this weekend when 
they travel to Northern Iowa tomorrow for an invita- 
tional meet that features some of the top wrestling 
programs in Division I. Perennial national power- 
house, and national No. 2, fowa, of the Big 10, will 
be there along with conference rivals Michigan State, 
who is ranked in the top 10, and Wisconsin, Miami of 
Ohio will field a strong team in the meet. 

“This meet gets used as preparation for the NCC 
season because of its intensity,” Denney said,” but 
there ts a tough road ahead.” 

The Mavs will have dual meets with each of the 
other NCC teams during the second semester and there 
will be several tough meets. 

The Mavs start to drive down that tough road on 
Jan. 7 when they lock up with Northern Colorado. 
That meet opens a stretch where the Mavs will face 
five NCC opponents in 10 days all at the Sapp 
Fieldhouse. 

“I hope I didn’t overschedule,” Denney said,” but 
we will accept the challenge.” 

The Mavs host St. Cloud State Jan. 9 and host the 
Glen Brand open the next day. On Jan. 16 current 
national No. 13 Mankato State comes to town and 
Augustana, No. 17 this week, will battle the Mavs on 
‘Jan. 17. 

That’s the weak part of the Mavs’ schedule. 

The road gets tougher as they have the Division II 
national dual meet on Jan. 23 and 24 in Edmond, Okla. 
Less than one week later they will battle national con- 
tender Central Oklahoma on the road Jan. 30. They 
are ranked No, 2 this week. The next day the Mavs 
travel to Kearney and enter a triangular against the 
No. 16 Nebraska-Kearney and No. 11 Adams State. 
The Mavs also must take on defending national cham- 
pion San Francisco State in January as well to make 
that the longest month of the season.
